"In  receiving  this  symbol  of  this  office,  I  willingly  accept  the 
charge  and  recognize  the  great  responsibility  which  the 
Lees-McRae  Board  of  Trustees  has  vested  in  me.  I  would 
like  to  express  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  my 
appreciation  for  their  support  and  confidence  in  me  and  for 
their  untiring  work  for  this  college. 

"A  multitude  of  memories  pass  through  my  mind  at  this 
time  and  I  would  like  to  be  allowed  a  moment  of  personal 
privilege,  hoping  that  it  will  not  unduly  interfere  with  the 
dignity  of  what  has  preceded  this  acceptance  or  of  what 
will  follow. 


"Anything  worthwhile  that  I  have  done  or  will  do  in  this  life 
must  be  credited  to  the  people  who  have  shaped  my  per- 
sonal destiny.  I  would  like  to  mention  a  few  to  whom  I  am 
most  indebted. 


"It  is  a  fortunate  president  indeed  who  has  present  at  his 
inauguration  both  his  mother  and  father  and  it  is  an  exceed- 
ingly fortunate  man  indeed  who  has  parents  who  have 
unselfishly  devoted  themselves  to  his  welfare  as  have  mine. 
I  want  you  to  meet  Mother  and  Dad  and  my  wife,  Barbara, 
who  like  all  administrators'  wives  has  made  so  many  adjust- 
ments to  her  husband's  responsibilities. 

"Also  in  the  audience  are  my  two  sisters,  both  of  whom  kept 
me  out  of  much  more  trouble  than  they  got  me  into  .  .  .  and 
their  families.  I  want  you  to  meet  them  as  well  as  other 
relatives  present  who  have  meant  so  much  to  my  life  and 
are  here  to  support  me  today. 


"Five  ministers  have  had  the  primary  task  of  guiding  me 
over  many  spiritual  humps  since  early  childhood.  One,  a 
patriarch  of  the  church,  Dr.  S.  H.  Hay,  is  unable  to  be  here 
today,  much  to  my  disappointment,  due  to  ill  health.  It 
means  much  to  me  to  have  the  other  four  here:  Dr.  M.  O. 
Summers,  Dr.  John  Yelton,  Reverend  O'dell  Smith  and 
Reverend  Jim  Murray. 


"There  have  been  three  homes  in  my  life,  all  dear  to  me: 
Morristown  and  Jefferson  City,  Tennessee,  and  Banner 
Elk,  North  Carolina.  To  have  so  many  friends  here  today 
who  represent  each  of  my  homes  and  so  many  colleagues 
from  Carson-Newman  College  is  a  boost  I  can  never  repay.

"To  every  person  in  this  auditorium  and  particularly  to 
the  members  and  wives  of  the  Boards  of  Trustees  and  to 
my  associates  from  the  staff  and  faculty  of  Lees-McRae 
College,  Grandfather  Home  for  Children,  and  Cannon 
Memorial  Hospital,  I  give  a  personal  thank  you.  I  want 
particularly  to  recognize  our  Academic  Dean,  Lewis  Hall, 
whose  leadership  made  this  day  possible.  And  to  all  visi- 
tors to  Banner  Elk  and  the  Edgar  Tufts  Memorial  Associ- 
ation, we  extend  an  invitation  to  return  often. 


"Dreams  are  not  a  province  of  any  one  man  but  of  each  of 
us.  To  some  few  of  us  comes  the  legacy  to  have  dreams 


"In  1895  such  a  man  came  to  Banner  Elk.  He  had  a 
dream  for  the  future:  a  school  to  educate  young  people,  a 
hospital  to  minister  to  the  sick,  a  home  to  take  care  of  the 
homeless  .  .  .  and  all  within  the  Christian  guidance  and 
nurture  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  was  called  an 
idealistic  dreamer,  an  unrealistic  visionary.  Yet  because 
this  man  lived,  dreamed,  worked  and  prayed,  we  gather 
today  on  a  campus  serving  600  students,  within  half  mile 
of  a  100-bed,  $2  million  dollar  hospital  and  a  home  for  96 
homeless  or  temporarily  homeless  children. 

"His  name,  Edgar  Tufts,  and  legion  are  the  selfless  who 
have  come  to  Banner  Elk  since  that  time  to  give  their 
money,  their  time,  in  many  cases  their  very  lives.  En- 
graved on  the  very  hearts  of  the  people  they  served  are 
the  names  of  Anne  Bryan  and  the  countless  staff  mem- 
bers and  houseparents  who  through  the  years  have  made 
Grandfather  Home  a  place  of  refuge  and  love;  and  the 
names  of  Dr.  W.  C.  Tate  and  his  son,  Dr.  Lawson  Tate, 
who  represent  the  devoted  doctors,  nurses  and  staff  who 
through  sacrifice  of  self  have  administered  a  hospital 
open  to  the  penniless  as  well  as  the  affluent. 

"It  was  the  visionary  Edgar  Tufts  himself  who  set  the 
tradition  that  this  campus  in  the  clouds  should  be  a  col- 
lege that  cares,  cares  for  each  student  as  a  unique  and 
special  person.  The  college  was  named  for  Elizabeth 
McRae,  one  of  the  first  master  teachers,  and  for  Mrs.  S.  P. 
Lees,  a  loyal  early  benefactor.  The  past  68  years  have 
seen  repeated  over  and  over  again  the  devotion  to  the 
academic,  social  and  spiritual  goals  of  the  campus  of  Miss 
McRae  and  the  devotion  to  the  vital  financing  of  the 
college  of  Mrs.  Lees. 


tal  and  Lees-McRae  College  as  sponsored  by  Holston  and 
Concord  Presbyteries  and  as  nurtured  by  the  Banner  Elk 
Presbyterian  Church  must  assuredly  stand  together  and 
must  move  forward  together  in  their  Christian  ministry;  - 
that  Lees-McRae's  primary  goal  is  a  goal  of  Christian 
service,  service  to  the  student  with  inadequate  academic 
background,  service  to  the  student  financially  unable  to 
attend  college,  service  to  the  student  well-prepared  for 
college  who  wishes  to  avail  himself  of  the  unique  opportu- 
nities of  this  campus,  service  to  the  community  and  area 
of  which  the  college  is  a  part;  that  to  accomplish  this  goal 
of  service,  the  college  will  strive  to  continue  to  be  in  the

"But  the  past  is  prologue.  To  remember  the  past  is  noble, 
to  build  upon  the  past  is  wisdom,  to  rely  solely  on  the  past 
is  disaster.  So  let  us  for  a  moment  look  to  the  present  and 
to  the  future. 


"As  never  before,  a  liberal  arts  college  must  have  a  clear 
picture  of  its  specific  role  in  society.  The  great  state 
universities  have  a  duty  to  pursue  many  ends  and  are 
able  to  do  so  with  generous  tax  support.  But  private 
liberal  arts  colleges  and  more  particularly  private  junior 
colleges  with  limited  financial  means  and  a  smaller  out- 
reach must  be  quite  clear  about  their  specific  objectives. 

"What  then  are  some  future  objectives  of  Lees-McRae?  It 
is  my  strong  belief  that  the  past  directs  this  college  toward 
its  destiny.  I  reaffirm  now  as  my  personal  dream  for  the 
future  of  Lees-McRae  College  the  following  goals  of  the 
founding  fathers  of  this  Edgar  Tufts  Memorial  Associ- 
ation: that  Grandfather  Home,  Cannon  Memorial  Hospi-

"There  is  therefore  now  no  condemnation  to 
them  that  are  in  Christ  ...  for  'God  is  work- 
ing all  things  together  for  our  good  who  love 
Him  and  are  the  called  according  to  His  pur- 
pose.' 

"God  is  working  His  purpose  out. 

"Sonny  Evans  has  been  my  good  friend/con- 
fidante for  all  of  this  generation.  Born  into 
this  grand  and  gracious  family,  he  had  in- 
stilled in  him  very  early  the  elements  of  char- 
acter that  made  for  warmth  of  love  and 
friendship.  He  was  early  introduced  to  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  by  his  mother  and  father 
and  his  pastor  through  all  his  formative 
years,  Dr.  Sam  Hay,  and  he  knew  and  ac- 
knowledged Him  as  his  own  personal  Saviour 
and  Lord  of  life. 

"Also  early  in  his  life  H.  C.  came  to  under- 
stand the  depth  significance  of  service  to  and 
for  God  and  country.  That  may  be  a  cliche  to 
some.  It  never  was  to  him.  A  loyal,  patriotic 
citizen  who  loved  the  United  States  and  its 
flag  and  heritage,  he  served  effectively  in  the 
U.S.  Air  Force  and  its  Reserve  and  many 
times  utilized  that  service  as  an  adjunct  and 
assistant  to  his  service  to  young  people  as  he 
brought  to  bear  many  fine  senior  officers  from 
the  college  community,  in  his  Scouting  pro- 
gram and  in  other  places. 

"In  this  region  there  are  few  people  more 
knowledgable  about  higher  education  and 
none  more  committed  to  the  church's  minis- 
try of  Christian  Higher  Education.  Lees- 
McRae  College  at  Banner  Elk,  N.C.  and  earli- 
er Carson-Newman  College  at  Jefferson  City, 


Tennessee  are  clear  proofs  of  that  commit- 
ment as  is  the  public  sector  where  he  re- 
ceived his  undergraduate  and  graduate  edu- 
cation and  where  he  also  served  for  some 
years  most  successfully  both  as  teacher  and 
administrator. 

"If  education  and  his  patriotism  are  hall- 
marks of  this  remarkable  man  and  they  were 
and  are,  his  love  of  youth  and  youth-serving 
projects  stand  close  to  the  pinnacle.  From 
Scouting,  to  the  youth  programs  of  Kiwanis 
International  and  in  between  the  church  and 
community  youth  activities  all  the  way  to  the 
study  hall  and  college  classroom  and  forum, 
youth  have  been  at  the  center  of  H.  C.'s  fo- 
cus. He  never  lost  it.  As  he  promoted  fund- 
raising  for  Lees-McRae  College,  always  at 
the  center  of  his  purpose  was  the  serving  of 
the  student  —  the  positive  effect  on  the  'pro- 
ducts of  this  institution'  as  he  was  want  to  say 
again  and  again.  How  can  we  make  more 
meaningful  for  today  and  for  their  lives  to- 
morrow —  the  curriculum,  teaching  modes 
and  other  innovations  to  impact  the  student? 
This  was  a  never-ending  query  he  held  up  to 
the  Church/Trustees/Administration/Facul- 
ty and  Staff  Members,  and  even  the  students 
themselves. 

"Maybe  that's  why  he  stayed  on  the  cutting 
edge  of  educational  philosophy  and  method- 
ology. 

"Doubtless  that  accounts  for  the  high  regard 
in  which  he  was  held  by  colleagues  in  faculty 
and  in  administration  and  college  operations 
all  over  the  region,  and  indeed  wherever  he 
was  known. 

"As  a  churchman,  he  also  stood  tall  —  Ruling 
Elder  in  his  local  church  —  member  of  many 


committees  of  Presbytery  and  Synod  and 
widely  respected  in  denominational  and  re- 
gional education  associations;  he  served  as 
Moderator  of  his  Presbytery,  his  highest 
elected  office,  and  was  always  welcomed  into 
our  church  pulpits  wherever  he  went. 

"His  wit  and  wisdom  finely  honed  and  sensi- 
tively expressed  took  him  far  and  won  him 
friendship  and  appreciation  and  admiration 


"And  he  was  a  loyal  family  person,  the  love  of 
father  and  mother  never  flagged,  and  his 
deep  commitment  to  his  son  was  an  example 
to  many. 

"He  was  a  well-traveled  person  who  knew 
the  world  well  and  felt  himself  to  be  a  world 
citizen  and  yet  never  lost  the  sense  of  his 
roots  and  heritage  of  his  upbringing,  always 
in  love  with  the  U.S.A. 

"As  we  traveled,  ate  and  slept,  talked  and 
planned  together  on  behalf  of  his  consuming 
passion  of  his  life,  the  college  that  cared,  he 
made  me  a  key  part  of  his  life  as  he  did 
others.  I  can  never  forget  it,  and  will  for  all  my 
life  thank  God  for  H.  C.  Sonny  was  my  life- 
long friend,  my  Christian  colleague  in  minis- 
try and  one  of  God's  choicest  children  on 
earth. 

"Hard  as  it  is  to  say  it  through  these  grief- 
charged  moments,  he  would  have  me  say  it 
and  mean  it;  the  Lord  gave  him  to  us.  The 
Lord  has  called  him  from  us.  Blessed  be  the 
name  of  the  Lord.  Thanks  be  to  God  for  H.  C. 
Evans.  Amen  and  Amen."

A  LANDMARK  IN  OUR  TIME 

"Like  the  mountains  he  loved,  he  seemed  at  times  larger  than  life. 
He  was,  as  some  say,  a  legend  in  his  own  time.  He  left  his  home 
nearby  for  campuses  in  Jefferson  City  and  Banner  Elk.  But  unlike 
Thomas  Wolfe,  Sonny  Evans  could  always  come  home  again. 


Memorial  Service  for  Dr.  H.  C.  Evans,  Jr. 

"Measure  me  carefully  the  reason  why.  Like  any  good  educator,  he 
had  done  his  homework  before  he  left.  His  music  students  in  the 
early  fifties  could  tell  you  that.  The  parents  of  young  children  he 
shepherded  through  Roberts  School  could  attest  to  that.  So  could 
Lakeway  boys  with  cheeks  of  tan,  now  grown,  who  Sonny  started 
on  the  Scouting  trail. 

"New  in  town,  in  the  cold  winter  of  '76, 1  doubted  that  a  man  gone 
away  could  enjoy  a  reputation  so  radiant.  A  friend  assured  mejhat 
it  was  all  true.  'Sonny,'  he  said,  'is  a  landmark  in  this  town.' 

"The  wisdom  of  our  ancestors,  wrote  Charles  Dickens,  is  in  the 
simile.  (1)  'What  makes  a  doornail,'  he  asked,  'deader  than  any 
other  kind  of  nail?'  If  so:  what  makes  this  reputation  grander  than 
any  other  man's  reputation?  If  a  true  Morristown  landmark,  lik< 
the  old  train  depot  downtown,  is  now  a  parking  lot;  how  can  you 
say  that  a  man  transplanted  somewhere  else  is  here  a  marker  at 
all? 

"At  Appalachian  State  this  past  August,  over  coffee,  I  asked  Son- 
ny: 'How  do  you  carry  on  like  that?'  He  and  Mark  had  just 
returned  from  Europe.  The  fall  term  at  Lees-McRae  was  cranking 
up.  'In  this  job,'  he  said  with  a  twinkle  in  his  eyes,  'you  do  not  carry 
on.  You  are  carried  on.' 

"Oh,  how  he  carried  on!  With  energy;  with  ebullience.  Most  times 
wherever  he  was,  as  close  at  hand  as  his  heart,  was  the  dwelling 
place  of  God.  Like  the  Appalachian  sky,  it  was  always  there. 
Though  at  times  above  Sugar  Mountain  shooting  stars  moved,  and 
an  eclipse  took  place,  and  grey  clouds  lowered  to  cover,  there  was 
always  that  Appalachian  sky. 

"In  this  poise  of  heart  and  spirit,  Sonny's  faith  found  foundation. 
Though  the  mountains  he  loved  were  turned  upside  down,  he 
knew  God  was  there.  Though  the  springs  that  feed  Wildcat  Lake 
dried  up  to  a  trickle  and  a  thread,  God  was  there.  Underneath 
everything  forming  the  fabric  of  his  life  were  the  everlasting  arms 
of  God's  love. 

"Is  there  any  better  reason  to  explain  why  in  56  years  he  could 
abide  all  experiences  and  look  out  with  quiet,  vibrant  eyes?  Only 
days  before  his  death,  Napoleon  lamented:  'There  seems  to  have 
been  a  misunderstanding  between  me  and  God.'  No  such  lament 
leached  to  Sonny's  life.  Complete  understanding  blessed  his  rela- 
tionship with  God  and  the  hundreds  of  people  who  touched  his  life. 

"This  inhabitor  of  landmarks  lived  by  one  eternal.  A  primitive 
admonition  in  the  Old  Testament  book  of  Proverbs  reads:  'Remove 
not  the  ancient  landmark  which  your  forefathers  have  set.'  Prov- 
erbs 22:28.  The  children  of  Israel  took  their  markings  from  the  sky. 
So  did  our  'main  man'  in  numerous,  gentle  ways. 

"Our  faith  in  God  always  provides  dependable  landmarks.  If  we 
live  by  faith,  there  are  always  choices  that  lie  outside  the  possible. 
We  can  never  destroy  in  order  to  save  ourselves.  We  cannot 
embark  on  a  course  that  violates  our  integrity.  We  cannot  under- 
take a  venture  that  leaves  those  around  us  poorer  in  mind  and 
spirit.  The  ancient  landmark  is  clear. 

"In  every  decision  we  make,  we  decide  for  or  against  God.  And  if 
God  be  Lord,  as  He  was  in  Sonny's  life,  we  can  be  sure  as  William 
Cullen  Bryant  wrote  about  the  bird  in  the  sky:  'He  who  from  zone 
to  zone,  guides  through  the  boundless  sky  thy  certain  flight;  in  the 
long  way  that  I  must  tread  alone,  will  lead  my  steps  aright.'

"Joy,  if  it  is  to  be  distilled  from  our  sullen  sadness,  comes  silently  to 
us  now.  His  dear  friends,  who  so  magnificently  closed  ranks  around 
him  after  surgery,  know  his  desolation  of  limb,  but  not  of  spirit. 
You,  dear  friends,  provided  the  grace  notes  that  enhanced  his  life 
in  recent  weeks  with  sweet  soundings  of  hope.  May  you  be  blessed 
for  your  consideration  and  love. 

"But  surely  now,  we  can  reach  for  some  glimpse  of  joy.  Fragile,  like 
the  rays  of  sun  yesterday  afternoon,  reaching  through  the  gloom  of 
a  lingering  spring  storm.  I  looked  out  my  office  window.  And  there, 
afar,  I  saw  a  solitary  bird  soaring  before  the  grey  panoply  of  sky. 
Our  joy  can  be  pictured  thus:  soaring  like  a  bird  in  flight  with  no 
other  aviary  in  sight. 

"This  joy  now  opens  closed  doors  to  memory,  and  it  makes  itself  at 
home  in  our  desolate  hearts.  On  this  afternoon  of  clouds  and 
sunshine,  it  has  no  form  save  itself.  It  brings  its  own  welcome  and 


"Remember  that  Sonny's  joy,  a  mixture  of  energy  and  ebullience, 
was  made  of  many  things.  You  know:  a  touch  glazed  with  sadness; 
a  whimper  of  inner  pain;  a  harsh  word  about  a  hard  thing  tenderly 
held  until  all  arrogance  dies;  but  always,  for  us,  the  casting  of  eyes 
into  a  face  that  always  understood. 

"The  clasp  of  a  muscular  hand  that  holds,  then  releases.  A  mur- 
mur of  tenderness  when  no  word  had  to  be  spoken.  The  distilled 
moment  of  remembrance,  for  each  one  of  us,  of  a  day,  of  a  night,  of 
an  hour,  lived  beyond  the  sweep  of  the  daily  round. 

"This  landmark  of  a  man  leaves  one  more  behind.  This  time,  a 
monument  in  Jarnagin  Cemetery  abreast  the  cold  ground.  Weep 
now.  Weep  later,  if  you  must.  Remember  this  about  him  just  the 
same.  Sonny  Evans,  like  few  men,  has  marked  our  territory  of 
trust.  Far  from  earth's  prison  of  time  and  space,  he  is  now  with

God.  His  mark  eternal  is  now  made.  His  joy  is  complete.  He  is  with 
friends  and  family  near  and  close. 

"If  somehow,  deep  in  our  being,  we  have  enough  sense  to  sense  it, 
we  know  that  Sonny's  joy  is  now  intense.  Akin  to  the  time  when  for 
the  first  time  any  of  us  sensed  that  Sonny  was  interested  in  us.  That 
swirling  sense  of  ecstasy  when  we  realized  that  Sonny  was  interest- 
ed in  us  as  one,  unique  person;  interested  in  our  one,  unique 
concern;  interested  in  our  one,  unique  problem;  interested  in  our 
one,  unique  need. 

"Always,  it  seemed;  he  was  interested;  intensely,  as  his  joy  is  now 
intense.  Can  you  remember  such  a  time  with  Sonny?  Most  of  us 
can.  Kiwanian.  Boy  Scout.  Men  and  women,  once  grade  school 
children;  faculty  members,  staff  persons,  college  students  by  the 
hundreds. 

"For  any  of  those,  and  any  of  us,  we  were  treated  with  that  same 
intense  sense  of  identification.  In  a  personal  way,  when  Sonny 
dealt  with  you,  you  sensed  that  he  had  awakened  that  morning  to  a 
day  that  he  and  you  must  somehow  live;  that  he  had  awakened 
that  morning  to  a  self,  like  you,  that  must  somehow  be;  that  he  had 
awakened  that  morning  to  a  mystery  that  could  not  be  fathomed  if 
only  as  the  mystery  of  his  life  and  your  life.  With  that  keen  sense  of 
identification,  he  was  able  to  convince  you  that  nothing  you  said 
was  irrelevant  to  him  or  to  you. 

"There  is  a  tragic  sense  in  which  some  of  us  must  feel:  Sonny  died 
too  early.  Surely  our  prayers  begged  God  for  another  ten  years  of 
useful  life.  Like  the  women  along  our  Lord's  Via  Dolorosa,  we  cry 
that  mellow  green  wood  has  been  kindled  this  day.  He  died,  most 
of  us  must  feel,  with  too  much  music  still  inside. 

"Take  heart,  I  would  say.  What  more  could  Sonny  do?  Many  times 
over,  he  rendered  what  was  due  to  every  relationship  in  his  life. 
Epictetus  wished  in  dying  'to  render  what  was  due 
every  relation  in  his  life.'  Like  few  men,  and  better 
than  Epictetus  himself,  that  is  exactly  what  Sonny  did 
so  many  times  for  so  many  people  in  so  many  places. 
This  mark  is  perhaps  his  greatest  legacy:  he  rendered 
what  was  due  every  relationship  in  his  life. 

"Now  this.  Paul  Sangster  tells  of  an  incident  when  his 
father  went  to  visit  a  girl  in  a  hospital  who  was  going 
blind.  (2)  'Mr.  Sangster,'  Jessie  said,  'God  is  gonna 
take  my  sight  away.'  For  a  little  while  Sangster  did  not 
answer.  Then  he  said,  'Don't  let  him,  Jessie.  Give  it  to 
him.' 

"  'What  do  you  mean?'  she  asked.  'Try  to  pray  this 
prayer,'  he  answered:  'Father,  if  for  any  reason  I  must 
lose  my  sight,  help  me  to  give  it  to  You.' 

"In  the  sunshine  that  does  its  best  to  warm  this  cold  lap 
of  death  this  afternoon,  can  you  pray  that  same  pray- 
er? 'Father,  if  for  any  reason  I  must  lose  my  son,  my 
brother,  my  dearest  friend;  help  me  to  give  him  to 
You.'

"Mark  my  closing  words  this  afternoon,  Sonny's  land- 
mark will  remain  in  heart  and  mind.  And  if,  by  chance, 
you  need  a  mark  on  land  to  guide  your  path  toward 
joy:  Remember  Dr.  H.  C.  Evans,  Jr.  Sonny  to  all.  And 
trust  forever  in  his  God." 


"None  of  us  likes  to  think  we  are  old  —  it's  such  a  relative  term.  Some  of  my 
acquaintances  in  their  20's  are  old,  in  action  and  thinking.  Yet,  some  I  know  in  their 
90s  are  young,  by  the  same  standards.  Many  of  you  have  been  blessed  to  have 
known  Dr.  Evans'  father  and  mother,  and  realize  they  are  young,  because  of  their 
actions  and  thinking.  So  what  is  age?  For  H.  C,  his  56  years  were  so  young! 

"I've  been  blessed  to  know  personally  all  but  one  of  Lees-McRae's  presidents,  and  I 
wish  I  could  have  known  him,  because  he  was  the  one  who  had  the  dream  and 
caused  it  to  be  a  reality.  Each  of  these  men  had  a  great  thing  in  common:  they  were 
never  old,  even  though  some  of  them  lived  to  be  what's  now  retirement  age.  The 
reason  they  were  not  'old'  was  because  they  had  a  purpose  to  be  fulfilled.  In  each 
case,  a  big  part  of  that  purpose  was  to  make  Lees-McRae  outstanding  as  a  place  to 
develop  the  potential  of  young  people.  As  the  Tufts,  Tates,  Longs,  Nelsons,  Carters, 
Woodsons,  Chapmans,  and  Evans  march  by  in  memory,  they  are  all  greats  for  their 
times  in  the  history  of  Lees-McRae.  I  thank  God  for  each  of  them,  and  know  that 
somewhere  out  there,  there  is  another  to  be  sent  to  carry  out  His  purposes  for  the 
fine  institution  that  others  have  left  for  that  person  to  lead."

"During  the  past  two  days  the  college  has  received  numer- 
ous written  and  spoken  tributes  to  Dr.  Evans.  I  trust  that 
you  will  understand  that  there  is  not  ample  time  for  includ- 
ing those  in  this  memorial  service.  They  will,  of  course,  be 
passed  on  to  the  family. 

"His  parents  began  to  call  him  Sonny  when  he  was  a  boy. 
As  he  matured,  the  name  suited  both  his  disposition  and  his 
outlook,  so  the  name  stayed  with  him  throughout  his  life.  It 
has  been  observed  by  one  of  his  friends  that  over  the  years 
the  name  'Sonny'  accrued  respect,  honor  and  loyalty. 

"A  solemn  occasion  was  an  occasion  for  which  Sonny  had

little  regard.  He  would  not  have  wanted  us  to  be  too  serious 
while  we  are  here  this  morning.  He  certainly  would  not 
have  wanted  this  to  be  a  difficult  time  for  us. 

"Sonny  has  touched  the  life  of  every  person  here.  It  is 
difficult  to  date  precisely  the  beginning  of  his  concern  and 
compassion  for  others,  and  particularly  for  children  and 
young  people.  We  do  know  that  while  he  was  stationed  at 
Fort  Slocum,  just  after  finishing  college,  he  had  a  scout 
troop  in  New  York  City.  As  soon  as  he  left  the  service  he 
took  a  troop  in  Morristown  and  later  in  Jefferson  City  and 
finally  in  Banner  Elk.  He  gave  of  himself  totally  in  his 
scouting  activities  and  was  honored  with  the  highest 
awards  in  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America. 

"His  desire  to  help  young  people  was  not  limited  to  scout- 
ing. When  he  took  his  first  job  with  the  school  system  in 
Morristown,  he  decided  to  have  a  junior  high  school  band. 
No  one  had  had  one  of  those  in  Morristown  before,  and  he 
was  advised  against  it.  Not  only  was  he  advised  not  to  have 
a  junior  high  band,  but  after  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
heard  the  first  attempt  to  perform  in  public,  he  told  Sonny 
to  keep  those  kids  hidden  somewhere.  But  the  kids  in  the 
band  loved  what  they  were  doing.  They  would  say  later 
that  Sonny  was  the  only  band  director  they  had  ever  had 
who  could  direct  with  the  baton  in  one  hand  .  .  .  and  an  ice 
cream  cone  in  the  other.  And  those  kids,  who  got  their  first 
chance  to  play  an  instrument  because  Sonny  wanted  to 
give  them  a  chance,  and  who  were  at  one  time  told  to  stop 
playing  in  public,  just  a  few  years  later  were  members  of 
the  state  championship  high  school  band  in  Tennessee,  and 
they  went  on  to  national  competition. 

"Sonny  wanted  to  give  other  children  an  opportunity  to 
perform  so,  with  his  friend,  Murrell  Weesner,  he  wrote  a 
musical  version  of  Tom  Sawyer  and  wherever  he  went  he 
had  the  community  involved  in  Tom.

"As  the  camp  director  at  Buck  Hill  Falls,  Sonny  devised 
an  unusual  method  for  rewarding  the  boys  and  girls  who 
competed  in  the  activities.  There  were  awards  for  first 
and  second  and  third  place,  of  course;  but  there  were  also 
ribbons  for  all  those  who  didn't  win,  for  those  who  tried. 
Every  camper  went  home  with  a  ribbon. 

"Sonny  was  unusual  in  his  commitment  to  the  church. 
When  he  was  ordained  an  Elder,  he  told  his  pastor  that  he 
wanted  to  be  a  working,  a  ministering  Elder.  He  request- 
ed that  he  be  called  any  time,  any  time  someone  was  in 
need.  And  he  was  called,  day  and  night,  and  he  always 
responded,  and  he  always  helped  the  person  who  needed 
help. 

"It  was  through  his  work  as  a  churchman  and  as  a  teacher 
in  the  Sunday  School  that  Sonny  became  involved  in  the 
Banner  Elk  institutions.  When  he  was  still  living  in  Jeffer- 
son City  he  would  come  to  Banner  Elk  and  load  up  his 
station  wagon  with  Grandfather  Home  kids  and  with  Pep- 
sis  and  hot  dogs  and  then  they  would  find  some  fun  place 
for  a  picnic.  He  became  part  of  what  was  going  on  at  the 
Home  and  eventually  became  a  Trustee  of  that  institu- 
tion. 


"Through  his  work  at  Grandfather  Home,  trustees  of 
other  institutions  came  to  know  Sonny.  In  1967  Lees- 
McRae  College  had  reached  a  point  at  which  it  needed 
fresh  and  dynamic  leadership.  In  1967  the  college  need- 
ed healing  on  the  campus  and  in  the  community.  So 
trustees  called  Dr.  H.  C.  Evans,  Jr.  to  be  president.  He 
knew  well  that  there  were  serious  tensions  here.  But  he 
also  knew  that  Lees-McRae  had  the  potential  to  offer  a 
dimension  of  Christian  higher  education  which  was  not 
being  offered  anywhere  else.  So,  he  accepted  the  chal- 
lenge and  the  presidency.  And  he  applied  the  same  en- 
thusiasm and  endless  energy  to  the  healing  of  this  college 
that  he  had  applied  throughout  his  professional  career. 
He  understood  well  what  was.needed  to  bring  the  people 
back  together.  No  one  else  had  ever  been  able  to  get  a 
civic  club  going  here.  But  to  get  the  town  and  the  college 
working  together  as  a  community,  Sonny  personally  cre- 
ated and  nurtured  a  Klwanis  Club  in  Banner  Elk,  a  club 
which  became  the  model  for  others  across  the  country. 
Sonny  gave  his  best  and  last  years  to  Lees-McRae.  Be- 
cause of  what  he  gave,  the  college  is  secure  In  its  mission; 
the  college  looks  to  a  bright  future. 


"Sonny  died  shortly  after  four  o'clock  on  Tuesday  afternoon  of  this 
week  in  the  Johnson  City  Medical  Center  Hospital.  No,  not  really. 
His  body  ceased  to  function  at  that  time  and  in  that  place.  But  now, 
thanks  be  to  God,  he  lives  where  there  is  no  pain,  where  there  is 
everlasting  peace.  And  his  memory  lives  ...  his  memory  lives  in 
the  hundreds  who  couldn't  carry  a  tune  but  sang  a  song;  his 
memory  lives  in  those  who  couldn't  win  a  race  but  got  a  ribbon  for 
trying;  his  memory  lives  in  those  who  couldn't  make  it  to  Scout 
Camp  without  selling  Tom  Wat;  his  memory  lives  in  those  who 
never  would  have  learned  the  Old  Testament  prophets  without  the 
promise  of  bubble  gum;  his  memory  lives  in  those  who  could  not 


have  made  it  to  and  through  college  if  he  hadn't  insisted  on  giving 
them  a  second,  a  third,  and  a  fourth  chance;  his  memory  lives  in 
the  thousands  of  us  who  have  learned  from  him  through  the  quality 
of  the  life  he  lived. 

"His  memory  lives.  Thanks  be  to  God  for  Sonny  Evans.  Amen."

THE  MAN  RESPONSIBLE 


"Dr.  H.  C.  Evans,  Jr.,  President  of  Lees-McRae  College,  suc- 
cumbed Tuesday,  March  20,  1984,  after  a  brief  illness. 

"The  gregarious  and  energetic  president  had  served  Lees-McRae 
College  since  1967.  In  his  17-year  tenure,  Dr.  Evans  was  known  as 
the  'building  president.'  During  his  tenure  the  college  moved  into  a 
new  library  (James  H.  Carson  Library),  and  Dr.  Evans  spearhead- 
ed the  'We  Care  Campaign'  that  resulted  in  Hayes  Auditorium. 
MacDonald  Cafeteria,  and  Williams  Physical  Education  Center. 
The  amiable  president  was  also  instrumental  in  refurbishing  the 
present  dormitories  and  upgrading  the  entire  plant  facilities. 

"Dedicated  to  high  academic  standards,  Dr.  Evans  played  a  viable 
role  in  doubling  the  student  body  from  350  students  to  700  plus. 
During  thirteen  of  his  last  fourteen  years  at  the  helm  of  the  Presby- 
terian church-related  junior  college,  Lees-McRae  enjoyed  peak 
enrollments. 

"A  graduate  of  Carson-Newman  College  with  advanced  degrees 
from  Columbia  University  and  the  University  of  Tennessee,  Dr. 
Evans'  devoted  interests  were  found  in  civic  and  church  affairs.  He 
served  as  past  moderator,  Holston  Presbytery;  and  as  an  elder  and 
active  Presbyterian  served  as  commissioner  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly. 

"As  a  Scout  Master  for  over  30  years  he  enjoyed  over  40  years  in 
active  scouting  and  encouraged  more  than  85  scouts  to  Eagle  rank 
in  his  troop.  He  was  elected  Distinguished  Governor  (1977-78)  of 
the  Carolinas  District  as  head  of  10,000  Kiwanians  in  over  200 
clubs.  As  a  co-founder  of  three  Kiwanis  clubs,  two  Circle  K  clubs, 
and  a  Key  Club,  he  served  as  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Kiwanis 
International  and  was  named  to  Kiwanis  committees  including 
youth  services,  membership  growth  and  education. 


"A  man  of  boundless  energy,  Dr.  Evans,  from  this  writer's  view- 
point, had  the  most  profound  and  prolific  impact  on  this  college 
since  the  founder,  Edgar  Tufts. 

"Despite  the  legions  of  men  and  women  who  labored  here  for  the 
past  seventeen  years,  it  was  Dr.  Evans'  talent,  enthusiasm  and 
spirit  that  was  the  driving  force  in  the  success  of  this  institution.  No 
matter  how  many  people  contributed  and  worked  and  gave  of 
their  time  unselfishly  in  this  effort  it  was  our  president  who  was  'the 
man  responsible'  for  its  success. 

"Dr.  Evans  faced  daily  the  far-reaching  tasks  of  decision-making. 
Whether  his  decisions  were  popular  or  unpopular,  he  was  the  man 
who  followed  the  adage:  'the  buck  stops  here.'  He  was  the  man 
responsible. 

"Dr.  Evans  exemplified  the  spirit  of  'the  College  that  Cares,'  a 
slogan  he  penned  early  in  his  years  on  campus.  He  was  the  epit- 
ome of  the  tireless  leader  ...  the  'caring'  leader.  He  was  fair  and 
honest  with  his  colleagues  ...  he  attempted  to  work  personally 
with  each  of  his  peers  .  .  .  and  with  impeccable  scrutiny  demon- 
strated a  personal  interest  in  each  individual  with  whom  he  came  in 
contact ...  he  was  always  willing  and  able  to  listen  to  the  students 
...  he  had  an  open-door  policy  for  students,  faculty  and  staff  alike. 
Any  problems  that  might  arise,  he  would  be  there  ...  he  was  the 
man  responsible  ...  for  Lees-McRae  College. 

"Dr.  Evans  has  left  the  college  a  legacy.  He  has  embossed  his  spirit 
on  the  rich  tradition  of  Lees-McRae  College  ...  for  seventeen 
years  he  was  the  man  responsible  ...  his  spirit  lives  on  with  those 
of  us  who  'carry  on.'  "

Below,  Dr.  Evans  awards  the 
Fidelity  Medal  to  Charles  "The  Greek"  Belissary,  one  of  many  outstand- 
ing recipients.  Through  the  gracious  consent  of  Mrs.  Frank  Camp  this 
award  is  now  renamed  the  H.  C.  Evans,  Jr.  Fidelity  Award. 
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The  president's  concern  for  and  interest  in  the  student  is 
not  only  evidenced  by  his  open-door  policy  to  the  student 
body,  but  by  his  continuing  desire  to  improve  the  pro- 
grams and  facilities  at  the  college.  His  philosophy  since  he 
came  to  Lees-McRae  in  1967  has  been  to  provide  the 
students  with  the  best  possible  education,  to  "be  able  to 
offer  educational  opportunities  to  the  underachiever,  and 
to  the  culturally  and  scholastically  disadvantaged.  At  the 
same  time,  offer  a  maximum  challenge  to  the  scholastical- 
ly superior  student."  He  continues  to  give  priority  to  the 
college's  motto:  In  the  Mountains,  Of  the  Mountains,  For 
the  Mountains.  His  dedication  and  hard  work  and  untiring 
efforts  are  witnessed  by  the  new  buildings  on  campus  and 
when  the  8-decade  history  is  written  about  Lees-McRae 
College,  he  will  be  labeled  "the  building  president."  His 
agenda  for  the  year  reads  like  a  travelog  as  he  journeys 
the  eastern  United  States  in  search  of  benefactors  and 
foundations  to  aid  the  college  and  its  programs  and  ex- 
pansions. Active  in  church,  civic  and  community  affairs, 
his  titles  and  honors  are  too  numerous  to  mention  on  these 
pages.  But  he  continues  to  earn  his  unofficial  title,  "The 
President  Who  Cares."

PRESIDENT  OF  LEES-McRAE 
H.  C.  EVANS,  JR.,  DIES  AT  56 

"Dr.  H.  C.  Evans,  Jr.,  who  believed  the  home  of  a  college 
president  belonged  to  the  students,  died  at  4:15  p.m. 
yesterday  in  Johnson  City  (Tenn.)  Medical  Center. 

"Evans,  56,  president  of  Lees-McRae  College  in  Banner 
Elk  since  1967,  had  been  critically  ill  for  the  past  few 
weeks.  It  was  discovered  last  November  that  he  had  a 
brain  tumor. 

"When  Evans  came  to  Lees-McRae  he  found  that  the 
administrative  staff  and  faculty  were  giving  teas  for  the 
students  and,  as  Evans  once  told  a  meeting,  'nobody 
much  was  coming:  We  wasted  a  lot  of  tea.' 

"He  started  having  ice  cream  parties  —  'make  your  own  i 
sundaes'  —  and  'everybody  came  and  even  brought  their 
friends,'  Evans  said.  | 

"The  parties  triggered  Evans'  open  house  policy.  He 
once  boasted  that  the  key  never  turned  in  the  lock  of  his 
home  on  the  back  side  of  the  campus.  'My  home  is  open 
24  hours  a  day  to  the  students  and  their  friends,'  he  said. 

"On  the  lower  floor  were  extra  bedrooms.  In  one  room 
there  was  a  battery  of  video  games.  The  living  room  was 
filled  with  a  giant  television  set  and  30  to  40  chairs. 

"The  ice  cream  parties  increased  during  his  administra- 
tion. Almost  every  group  that  came  to  the  campus  was 
treated  to  them.  He  kept  dozens  of  half-gallons  of  ice 
cream  in  his  freezer  along  with  the  trimmings  and  large 
plastic  boat-like  plates  to  make  sundaes.  .      I 

"Outside  his  open  house  and  ice  cream  parties,  Evans 
was  recognized  as  an  administrator  who  built  Lees- 
McRae  from  a  college  admittedly  'on  the  ropes'  to  a 
strong  educational  institution."

DR.  EVANS  DID  THE  JOB 

"Dr.  H.  C.  Evans,  Jr.  had  directed  the  destiny  of  Lees-McRae  College  for 
17  years. 

"And  under  his  direction,  the  college  at  Banner  Elk  had  flourished.  These 
recent  years  have  not  been  easy  ones  for  private  institutions  of  higher 
learning,  particularly  those  tucked  away  in  the  mountains  of  Western 
North  Carolina. 

"But  Dr.  Evans  was  totally  active  in  Lees-McRae.  He  was  a  doer.  There 
were  two  objectives:  That  the  college  provide  a  quality  education  in  a 
Christian  setting  and  that  it  have  sufficient  wherewithal  to  continue.  He 
was  successful  on  both  counts.  Lees-McRae  does,  indeed,  provide  a 
quality  education  in  its  two-year  junior  college  format  —  and,  while 
private  colleges  elsewhere  across  the  country  were  closing  doors  for  lack 
of  money,  Lees-McRae  still  received  the  necessary  funding. 

"Dr.  Evans  died  Tuesday  in  Johnson  City  Medical  Center.  He  was  only 
56.  He  had  battled  a  cancer  —  and  lost.  It  was  one  of  the  few  battles  he 
lost  in  his  lifetime. 

"He  was  well-known  in  Johnson  City.  He  came  across  the  mountains  to 
speak  here  often. 

"His  activities  were  not  confined  just  to  being  a  college  president.  He  was 
an  active  Kiwanian  and  had  been  district  governor  of  the  Carolinas 
District  of  Kiwanis  International  just  a  few  years  ago. 

"Dr.  Evans  had  had  a  consuming  interest  in  young  people,  not  only  those 
who  were  students,  but  also  those  in  Scouting,  in  which  he  was  also 
active.  His  sense  of  humor  attracted  not  only  adults  but  also  young 
people. 

"Before  turning  to  college  administration,  he  had  been  a  teacher  — 
very  good  one.  Dr.  Evans  had  been  named  Tennessee  Teacher  of  the 
Year  and  he  had  been  runnerup  for  U.S.  Teacher  of  the  Year.  He  had  also 
taught  at  Carson-Newman  College. 

"Avery  County  has  lost  one  of  its  leading  citizens  —  he  was  the  county's 
Man  of  the  Year  some  years  ago.  Lees-McRae  has  lost  its  president.  And 
a  host  of  people  have  lost  a  very  dear  friend."

EULOGY 

"It  is  difficult  for  me  to  realize  that  a  week  ago  this  morning  I 
was  in  the  home  of  Dr.  H.  C.  Evans  for  the  purpose  of  discuss- 
ing and  then  executing  some  legal  documents.  He  was  alert; 
interested  in  what  was  going  on  and  appreciative  of  the  care 
given  and  concern  expressed  for  him  by  others.  He  never 
faltered  in  his  love  for  his  family,  for  Lees-McRae  College,  for  its 
students  and  for  the  college  employees  and  members  of  their 
families. 

"Norman  Cousins  has  written:  'The  tragedy  of  life  is  not  in 
death  but  in  what  dies  inside  a  man  while  he  lives  —  the  death 
of  genuine  feeling,  the  death  of  inspired  response,  and  the 
death  of  awareness  that  makes  it  possible  to  feel  the  pain  or 
glory  of  other  men  in  oneself.' 

"We  know  that  nothing  about  our  president  died  until  the  bells 
tolled  for  him  on  Tuesday. 

"We  will  over  the  years  continue  to  feel  his  presence  on  the 
playing  fields,  in  the  dormitories,  in  the  classrooms,  in  our  lives 
and  in  the  lives  of  all  who  have  come  in  contact  with  him.  He 
gave  the  job  of  college  president  all  that  he  had  and  in  so  doing 
leaves  us  richly  benefited  for  his  having  been  here.

The  art  of 
effective  living  can  be  achieved  through  an  understanding  of  the 
social  sciences.

music  through  a  study  of  its  history,  its  composers,  and  its  form.  A 
study  of  art  and  music  thus  becomes  a  means  of  communication, 
self-expression  and  understanding.

To  become  that 
person  for  all  seasons  and  circumstances  of  life  .  .  .  life's  joys,  sorrows,  its  surprises,  Its 
disappointments  .  .  .  and  I  come  today  somehow  and  1  believe  on  target  with  the  feeling  that  the 
great  sorrow  through  which  we  have  passed  as  a  college  community  just  may  make  us  a  little  bit 
more  open  than  ordinarily  to  this  kind  of  invitation  to  make  a  serious  run  at  the  lifestyle  of  a 
becomer  ...  to  give  yourself  an  opportunity  to  make  in  an  evermore  and  more  sort  of  way  the 
deeply  satisfying  discovery  that  your  life  can  be  an  unending  spiral  of  becoming. 

"Even  in  retirement  I  find  this  to  be  very,  very  exciting.  In  fact  as  Dr.  Stonesifer  very 
graciously  recommended  it,  for  the  past  few  years  I've  been  working  in  a  leisurely  part-time 
way  trying  to  tell  here  and  there  the  good  story  of  Lees-McRae.  That  has  been  one  of  the  most 
fulfilling  parts  of  my  life  as  a  becomer. 

"I  just  want  to  give  my  personal  testimony  that  as  a  retiree  and  one  who  has  bounced  around 
here  and  there  that  more  and  more  I  am  coming  to  feel  that  life  has  been  so  designed  that  in 
becoming  we  become  fulfilled,  that  we  experience  abundant,  satisfying  living  and  this  part  of 
the  journey  we  might  call  the  journey  inward.  But,  the  journey  inward  is  by  no  means  sufficient. 
Becoming  includes  also  that  if  fulfillment  is  to  be  real  fulfillment  and  to  be  lasting  fulfillment 
there  must  also  be  the  journey  outward.  The  process  of  becoming  also  means  In  that  journey 
outward  to  be  useful,  to  be  helpful,  to  be  outgoing,  to  be  outreaching,  in  concern,  in  ministry,  in 
helpfulness. 

"The  journey  inward  must  be  followed  by  the  journey  outward  in  which  we  forget  self  in  the 
service  of  others.  For  me  the  language  of  faith  is  entirely  on  target  in  referring  to  a  group  or  a 
congregation  of  followers  of  our  Lord  as  a  servant  people.  Indeed  we  are  saved  to  serve.  That 
ancient  wisdom  helps  me  and  I  hope  it  helps  you  to  avoid  the  deadly  kind  of  becoming  a  person 
so  wrapped  up  in  ourselves  that  we  are  a  very  small  package  in  a  very  unfulfilled  person.  That 
person  may  last,  but  never  lives  who  always  receives  and  never  gives. 

"As  long  as  I  worked  with  our  dear  friend,  H.C.  Evans,  I  had  to  be  very  careful  not  to  say 
anything  good  about  Rotarians  and  to  talk  mainly  and  only  about  Kiwanians.  But  I  believe  he,  in 
fact  when  I  told  him  one  time  how  much  I  liked  a  bit  of  the  jargon  of  the  Rotary  Club,  he  said, 
'That  is  pretty  good  for  a  Rotary  Club.'  They  profit  most  who  serve  best,  and  as  we  move  along 
in  the  journey  outward  becoming  more  and  more  helpful  1  think  that  we  will  have  also  the  added 
satisfaction  as  we  face  up  to  the  fact  that  we  were  saved  to  serve,  that  we  are  being  fulfilled  in 
our  process  of  becoming  in  order  that  we  can  be  no  longer  part  of  the  problem  but  a  part  of  the 
solution. 

"My  friends  of  this  graduating  class,  if  you  really  want  to  get  down  where  the  rubber  hits  the 
road,  get  down  to  the  bottom  line,  get  out  the  Episcopal  marriage  service.  I  enjoy  our 
Presbyterian  service  but  I  love  and  adore  one  of  the  brief  prayers  In  that  Episcopal  service 
which  applies  not  just  simply  to  holy  marriage  but  to  live  as  you  and  I  have  to  live  it  today.  'May 
our  life  together  be  such  a  symbol  of  God's  love  for  our  broken  world  that  three  things  may 
happen  —  that  unity  may  overcome  estrangement,  forgiveness  heal  guilt,  and  joy  conquer 
despair. 

"The  two-fold  journey  of  becoming,  the  journey  inward  to  experience  greater  fulfillment, 
the  journey  outward  to  become  helpful  and  more  others  oriented,  I  believe,  finally,  will  lead  us 
to  a  growing  sense  of  adequacy  and  confidence,  assurance,  even  serenity.  Who  would  question 
the  need  of  those  in  the  kind  of  world  we  live  today? 

"But  my  young  friends  of  this  class,  and  all  of  us  gathered  here  today,  much  closer  to  us  is 
the  inspiring  experience,  and  I  feel  really  without  trying  to  overdo  it,  that  we  are  walking  on 
holy  ground  when  I  say  to  you  that  the  most  inspiring  example  of  what  I  am  saying  here,  right 
now,  is  the  example  of  Dr.  Evans'  sense  of  adequacy  and  thought  of  others  and  deep  serenity 
during  his  terminal  illness.  In  my  last  visit  with  him  in  the  hospital  in  Chapel  Hill,  just  one  week 
before  his  death,  as  Roy  (Krege)  and  Mark  (his  son)  and  I  were  in  and  out  of  his  room  trying  not 
to  be  too  heavy  in  our  visits  with  him,  he  looked  at  me  and  said,  'The  doctors  have  told  me  that  I 
have  only  one  chance  in  a  hundred,  but  you  know  there  are  a  lot  of  other  people  that  are  much 
worse  off  than  I.'  There  you  have  it,  right  straight,  staring  death  in  the  face,  yet  calm  and 
confident  and  serene  and  expressing  his  fulfillment  In  thinking  and  in  concern  for  others.  So, 
can't  we  just  simply  say,  almost  as  a  prayer,  that  this  remarkable  poise  and  courage  and 
fulfillment,  that  it  will  help  us  to  face  whatever  life  sends  our  way  and  to  discover  that  the 
bottom  line  is  not  what  happens  to  us  but  how  we  react  to  it  is  the  thing  that  counts. 

"If  you  take  out  of  my  three  texts,  'to  as  many  as  received  Him  to  them  gave  He  power  to 
become,'  'I  am  come  that  you  might  have  life  and  have  it  more  abundantly,'  'I  can  do  all  things 
through  Christ  who  strengthens  me,'  if  you  take  the  good  news,  the  grace,  the  amazing  trace  out 
of  those,  then  what  I  am  asking  you  to  do,  is  to  lift  yourself  up  by  your  own  boot  straps.  But,  my 
friends,  the  grace  is  there,  and  by  the  amazing  grace  of  our  God  you  can  become  the  person  that 
you  were  divinely  designed  to  become,  experiencing  a  growing  fulfillment,  a  greater  thrill  in  thy 
journey  outward  in  ministry  and  service,  and  all  along  the  way,  discovering  a  greater  sense  of 
adequacy  and  serenity. 

"And  so  I  rest  my  case  and  my  challenge  to  you  to  experience  for  yourself  how  thrilling  and 
deeply  satisfying  It  can  be  more  and  more  to  know  the  lifestyle  of  a  becomer."

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Dr.  Jackson,  member  of  the  college  Board  of  Trustees,  challenged  the 
graduates  to  take  the  first  steps  forward  in  the  next  chapter  of  their  lives.  "I 
would  like  to  stop  for  a  moment  and  take  a  camera  lens  look  at  how  we  got 
here  this  beautiful  afternoon  at  Lees-McRae  College.  My  thoughts  were  much 
like  Dr.  McChesney's  and  all  of  yours  this  morning  when  I  thought  of  our  dear 
friend.  Dr.  H.C.  Evans.  Dr.  Evans  gave  his  life  for  this  college;  others  have 
given  their  lives  to  this  college.  This  is  a  great  institution  because  of  what 
people  have  done  for  and  to  this  college  over  the  years.  A  college  is  not  a 
casual  affair.  An  institution  of  learning  takes  a  great  deal  of  nourishment, 
encouragement,  love,  protection,  stress  at  times,  change  at  times  but  it  all 
comes  back  to  ten  two-letter  words  that  Dr.  Evans  shared  with  me  many  years 
ago.  He  said  one  day,  'Jim,  (we  were  talking  about  a  project  and  how  hard  it 
was  going  to  be  to  solve  that  problem,  to  get  the  project  going  and  get  the 
money  for  the  program  and  inaugurate  a  new  academic  program,  or  what- 
ever) 'if  it  is  to  be,  it  is  up  to  me.'  If  it  is  to  be,  it  is  up  to  me,  and  that  phrase  in 
essence  represents  what  we  all  are  here  to  celebrate.  If  it  was  to  be,  then  it  was 
to  be  up  to  each  and  every  one  of  us  and  you  and  you  and  you.  That's  what 
Lees-McRae  College  is  all  about. 

"Confucius  has  many  sayings  that  have  been  handed  down  over  the  years 
,  .  ,  Confucius  says  .  .  .  you've  heard  those.  Well,  I'm  going  to  tell  you  another 
one.  Confucius  said  that  when  we  begin  a  march  of  10,000  steps  we  begin  not 
with  the  last  step  but  with  the  first.  If  you  think  about  that  for  a  moment  and 
apply  it  to  your  own  personal  lives  you  will  find  that  we  have  arrived  here 
today  by  taking  a  series  of  steps  sequentially  placing  our  feet  in  front  of  each 
other  until  we  got  to  this  point.  Until  we  have  arrived  at  a  point  where  you 
suddenly  have  accumulated  all  of  these  wonderful  accouterments  of  education 
and  you  are  ready  to  spring  forward  into  the  next  chapter  of  your  lives. 

"A  college  is  that  fragile,  living  moment  that  is  made  up  of  people  on  all 
sides  of  every  question.  You  have  a  superb  faculty  at  Lees-McRae  College. 
Their  training  and  their  accumulation  of  knowledge  and  experiences  can  only 
mean  something  if  they  come  to  you  to  share  that  with  you  and  they  have. 
They  came  to  you  and  cared;  you  came  here  and  cared.  The  motto  is  'The 
College  that  Cares.'  That's  not  casual;  that  is  not  a  light,  casual  little  tag  on  the 


end  of  the  name  of  an  institution. 

"In  my  many  years  of  ties  with  Lees-McRae  I  have  found  that  each  and 
every  day  in  every  way  that  I  have  ever  known  to  live  that  motto,  this  is  a 
college  that  cares,  and  ladies  and  gentlemen,  when  you  get  into  institutions  of 
thousands  and  thousands  of  students  sometimes  it  is  very  difficult  to  care.  You 
don't  know  how  fortunate  you  are  to  have  been  in  a  school  like  Lees-McRae 
and  to  have  been  a  part  of  this  great  moment,  not  only  in  your  lives  but  in  the 
life  of  this  institution. 

"I  have  a  friend  who  was  in  my  office  last  week.  He  holds  a  doctor's  degree, 
he  holds  a  master's  degree.  He  graduated  on  his  day  some  years  ago  from 
Lees-McRae  College  and  the  most  important  event  in  that  sequence  in  his  life 
was  his  time  spent  right  here  at  Lees-McRae.  He  said,  "This  is  the  most 
precious  moment  in  his  memorable  life  and  it  is  memorable  to  him  (it  is  more 
memorable  to  me  now  since  he  told  me  this)  because  it  all  started  right  here  at 
Lees-McRae  College  with  him  and  for  him  and  to  him  many  years  ago.  Well, 
you  see,  you  have  been  a  part  of  this  process,  this  community,  during  your  stay 
at  Lees-McRae,  and  it  has  been  a  chosen  experience  by  all  in  the  Lees-McRae 
community.  By  your  very  choosing  this  place  at  this  time,  you  have  created  a 
moment  of  history  and  this  time  now  becomes  a  platform  for  future  planning 
and  living  of  your  life.  The  buildings,  the  classrooms,  the  stone  and  solid 
structures  would  have  little  meaning  without  your  presence  here  for  however 
long  you  have  been  here.  These  buildings,  these  walkways  and  these  roads  are 
mere  vehicles  through  which  all  of  this  can  happen  to  you. 

"The  decisions  you  make  will  be  a  part  of  your  portfolio  of  life  for  the  rest  of 
your  life  and  you  can  either  accept,  ignore,  set  aside  or  reverse  any  of  the 
sound  principles  of  learning  that  you  have  acquired  at  Lees-McRae. 

"What  you  have  done  here  and  what  you  have  gotten  here  has  been  on  the 
right  side  of  making  a  real  difference  wherever  you  go  in  your  life.  I  am  so 
proud  for  you.  I  am  proud  of  what  you  are  going  to  do  as  well  as  what  you  have 
done  to  and  for  Lees-McRae  College.  1  want  to  thank  you  for  stopping  by 
Banner  Elk  these  years  that  you  have  been  here.  I  want  you  never,  never  to 
forget  this  great  place  called  Lees-McRae  College."

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Another  pillar  of  the  community  was  taken 
from  our  midst  this  year  with  the  passing  of 
Dr.  Lawson  Tate.  Dr.  Lawson  was  the  son  of 
Dr.  W.C.  Tate,  who  came  to  Banner  Elk  at  the 
request  of  the  founder  Edgar  Tufts  to  open  the 
first  hospital  facility  in  these  mountains  in 
1910. 
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Tate  Field,  named  in 
honor  of  the  late  Dr.  Law- 
son  Tate.  Dr.  Lawson  was 
a  member  of  the  1929  foot- 
ball team. 


Over  the  decades  the  name  Tate  has  become  a 
household  word  in  Avery  County.  Dr.  Lawson  was  ac- 
tive in  church  and  civic  affairs  as  well  as  the  medical 
profession.  He  served  as  Medical  Director  of  Grace 
Hospital  and  Cannon  Memorial  Hospital.  He  was  an 
avid  fan  and  supporter  of  the  athletic  programs  of  the 
University  of  Tennessee  and  the  University  of  North 
Carolina,  but  first  and  foremost,  he  was  a  Bobcat  fan. 
He  was  a  familiar  face  in  the  crowd  cheering  for  the 
Bobcats  at  all  athletic  events,  and  served  actively  in 
the  programs  of  the  college  as  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Advisors.  Dr.  Lawson  was  a  great  man,  the  likes  of 
which  may  never  pass  our  way  again.  He  will  be  sorely 
missed  in  the  community,  the  county,  the  state,  and  by 
his  many  loyal  friends  at  Lees-McRae.

Prematurely,  Dr.  Evans  laid  down  the  burden  of  his  task  and 
an  era  drew  to  a  close.  An  era  ending  too  soon  which  marked  a 
labor  of  love  for  a  man  for  seventeen  years.  But  his  vision  will  be 
caught  up  and  carried  forward,  like  a  runner  with  a  fallen  torch, 
to  continue  to  build  on  the  promise  of  the  programs  and  pur- 
poses of  Lees-McRae  College.  Like  the  strength  of  the  moun- 
tains, with  the  pinnacles  of  Beech  Mountain  and  the  majestic 
Grandfather  towering  like  skyscrapers  above  the  valley  of  the 
Elk,  new  leaders  will  draw  the  strength  and  continue  to  build  on 
his  vision  as  they  have  on  the  vision  and  mission  of  many  other 
leaders  before  them.  The  native  stone  buildings  proclaim  the 
strength  of  this  purpose  and  are  characteristic  of  this  mountain 
campus. 


THE  Heritage

which  helps  make  an  individual  well-rounded,  a  faculty  counseling 
service  available  to  all  students,  supplemental  education  for  students 
who  lack  adequate  pre-college  preparation  and  skills,  financial  aid  for 
qualified  students  and  for  those  who  could  not  otherwise  attend 
college,  and  assistance  in  making  the  students  better  able  to  cope  with 
business  and  social  problems  after  graduation.

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Athletics  play  a  strong  and  vital  role  in  the  total  educational 
process  at  Lees-McRae  College.  The  philosophy  of  the  program 
is  to  provida  skillful,  health-building  activities  within  a  tradition 
of  intercollegiate  success,  and  to  offer  a  variety  of  intramural 
programs  for  individual  physical  and  spiritual  growth. 
Athletics  Nationally  Prominent 

There's  nothing  small-time  about  the  sports  program  at  LMC. 
From  skiing  to  football  with  basketball  and  tennis  in  between, 
the  number  of  All-Americans  and  All-Conference  players  is 
abundant. 


Lees-McRae  is  widely  recognized  as  an  outstanding  "farm  club" 
by  many  of  the  large  four-year  colleges  of  the  Southeast.  In  the  last 
three  seasons  eighty-two  football  players  and  fifteen  basketball 
players  have  received  scholarships  at  four-year  colleges.  The  ten- 
nis team  has  attended  the  NJCAA  National  Tournament  in  four  of 
the  last  six  years  and  finished  ninth  nationally  in  1983.  Ten  former 
LMC  netters  are  ranked  as  pros.  The  LMC  ski  team  is  always  very 
competitive  and  has  attended  the  national  meet  six  times.  So  you 
can  see  —  this  small  college  isn't  small-time. 


Rusty  Smith  was  named  honorable  mention  Ail-American  by 
the  NJCAA.  Smith  joined  a  long  line  of  All-Americans  from  the 
football  arena  In  Bobcat  land. 
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The  Lees-McRae  basketball  team  gained  a  berth  in  the  finals  of  the 
Region  X,  NJCAA  Tournament,  defeating  the  number  one  seed,  Anderson 
College,  In  the  semis.  By  gaining  the  finals  Lees-McRae  accomplished  a 
feat  that  hadn't  been  reached  since  1970.
